The saying “A weak nation hac no diplomacy” Is really not very apt. On the 
contrary, rich and powerful nations, although having incessant diplomat io activ- 
ity are In fact still "without diplc—oy." Because their foreign policy is stu- 
pid and their skill poor, e*n if they are busy with details all day 1 eng and do 
net hesitate on expense, their labor ard money ie wasted; it contributes nothing 
to their 0 — basic advantage or the world's true welfare. 

Hat lone which follow stupid diplc—oy are numerous in history and in the 
world today, but none can compare with the U3. Since 1783, when she accomplished 
her Icdpen&enos from Britain, this young nation with superior loo at ion and abun- 
dant resources should have been outstanding in international affairs. Signally 
blessed by Heaven, it should have been a 00 — adding figure. In faet it has not 
been so. The reason is that IB diplc—oy has always been stupid and weak. 

When I say this, Americans will perhaps retort that x have been deceived by 
ant l^Asaer loan agitation and — slandering a friend and ally, nevertheless, there 
are plenty of Instances to back up ay assertion. 

One instance Is Wilson's obstinate determination in 1919 to go to Paris, 
where, despite his high Ideals and great prestige, he a&de bad mistakes and fils 
fine Ideas were sou* tied. 
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Franklin Roosevelt, despite his fine intelligence, often blundered In di- 
plomacy. Witness the exports to Japan when war clouds were gather lug* and the 
peace talks in Washington Just before Pearl Barber, and £ven worse, Yalta. 

Since Roosevelt*© death, US diplomacy has been even more stupid* Hot© the 
policy of aiding Japan y "noui' iohing a - tiger to plague oneself* " Because when 
Japanese once get weapons in their hands they will no longer meekly salute 
MaoArhhar . But, when Chinee© of all classes opposed US support of Jap^in, it 
evoked a stupid statement fromth® erstwhile universlty president. Ambassador 
Stuarts “If this continues, it can invite unfortunate results "j and again, 

"Test gentlemen oust be ready to accept the results of your aotions* H To make 
such statements to the people of a country to which one Is accredited as am- 
bassador Is bad grace and undignified. To his surprise there was unanimous 
opposition and remonstrance, and the old gentleman kept quiet after that , 

From the above instances it isay be oeen that US diplomacy, both in policy 
and technique has been doltish; it was so in the past, it Is so now* Consider- 
ing the high quality and cultural advancement of the US people, why Is her di- 
plomacy like this? Basically the formation and execution of US foreign policy 
has mainly bean controlled $>T three type® of persons: merchants, militarists, 
and missionaries. Merchants think only of gain, so they want the dpen door and 
are willing to give ©oondmlo aid abroad. Militarists are imbued with fondness 
for war, so they seise base* everywhere and do not object to training ensaies* 
Missionaries feign love and Justice, but outwardly pray for men's peace and pros- 
perity 5 they are in fact advance agents of imperialism. But such acrobatic per- 
fomftneeB, while they my be Belf-hypootiRing; cannot hoodwink the whole world. 

T he result is that when the outward form is unmasked, the true stupidity becomes 
apparent. 

America is indeed a highly oiviliied nation but has nothing to offer In the 
field of dlplomaoy. President Wilson was famed for his "abundant Idealism," but 
lm fiot he had no original ideas* All hie projeots were oopled from others* For 
example, the conoept of a League of Rations erose in the Middle Ages; the slogan 
"self -determination of peoples" was originated by the Russian Ccanranlsts; the 
system of Mandate g o vern ment" was born In the fact of Britain teaching her oolo^ 
alee to become self-governing dominions. Still lees worth mentioning are those, 
including Roosevelt, who have core after Wilson. Therefore to consider US di- 
plomacy as stupid Is both ’'natural and necessary." 
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
